As tlie mother of Invention, necessity has produced some wondrou-i goings on st tho Times-News plant this 
post week so that rcadtrs would have their popera today, despite a severe nowspr^t shortage. 

When shipments of the largo rolls ot newsprint, upon which tho Tlmes-Ntwa .3 printed on the big rotary 
tubular press, were delayed by the maritlmo strike nod other lacloju. it became evident that something dras- 
tic would have to bo done. 

Tho management went Into "j> 
huddle and came up with the solu- 
tion of iirlntlng. a. portion of tho 
Sunddy paper on' what Is knon-n as 
tho flat-bed press, a part ot the 
equipment In the Tlraca-Newa com- 
mercial or "Job" printing depart- 
raenU 



As B supply of 33 by 3S-lncli Hat 
newsprint was on hand In the com- 
mercial printing department, tho 
only otiaUiclc Ictt was that the flat- 
bed press Js not designed tor speed, 
which Is a poramount feature of the 
modem tubular press that prints, 
cuts, fold.1 and delivers to tho mail- 
ing room Ilnbhed newspapers pro- 
duced from big rolls ot newsprint. 
To overcome IhLi handicap, the edi- 
torial department prepared "copy- 
on subjects In which there wat no 
lime element Involved and got It lo 
the mechanical department early 
lost week.

-Flrit, It.-toolr lljhoura on /whal 
Is known as "make-ready." Tills 
U a proceaa autamaUcally accom- 
plished when entlro pages are slere' 
otypcd lor turning ihcm into eylln.

THAT "DEMAND FOR POWER" 

When the Bonneville Power administration 
annoimced that the government Intends to 
extend its transmission lines Into aouthnm 
Idaho, It explained that this move waa In re- 
sponse to "requcHts" for adequate power with 
which to develop the "phosphate" Industry. 

The Tlmes-NowH, Uko a lot of others In 
this part of the state, was surprised to leam 
that we are suffering so ocutely from "short- 
age" of power. Like a lot of others, the Tlmea- 
News couldn't liRurc out where oil this clam- 
or for "adequate" power was comlnB from. 

Now, however, wc are beginnlnc; to see the 
light. It seems that Pete Legulncche, Demo- 
cratic candidate for conRrcw; Davo Bush, 
Jormer Democratic state chairman, and Clay- 
ton Davidson, president of the Columbia Val- 
ley Authority Information league of Boise, 
have filed articles of incorporation for "Co- 
lumbia Valley Phosphates, Inc.," capitalized 
at $1,000,000. 

Lcguineche and D. 8. Senator Glen Taylor, 
It win be recalled, are among Idaho's fore- 
most advocates of federal control over every- 
thing In general, the Columbia river basin 
In particular. 

When the names of the above Incorporators 
came to light, particularly In connection with 
the type of firm they were Incorporating, 
foces naturally started getting red. 

Mr. Davidson, very Indignant lllce, was 
"shoclccd" that anyone should raise an Issue 
over this new set-up. It was Just an attempt 
"to amear Pete Lcguineche." And then he 
went on to explain: 

"The corporation was formed solely for 
the purpose of providing some agency with 
which Bonneville power and the department 
of Interior could deal In bringing Idaho its 
share of low-cost electric power and to de- 
velop the vast phosphate industry In the 
■tate." 

In fact. Lcguineche has now admitted that 
hia corporation "requested" Bonneville power 
Jlor southern Idaho because "no existing cor- 
'poretlons" seemed Inclined to make the ro- 
queat. 

A(l of which makes It very easy to under- 
■ Bt»nd where that "great demand" for Bonne- 
villB power came from In the first place, how 
It came about, and the underlying purpose of 
the whole business." 

Aa the Tlmcs-Ncws has said repeatedly, 
the government and those who advocate fed- 
eral control in preference to private enter- 
prise, win stop at nothing In trying to extend 
those government powers. 

This serves as another good example. 



AH . . . ELECTRICITY! 
It seems that the people of south central 
Idaho have been using kerosene lamps for 
light and treadmills lor power. Just now they 
are beginning to hear about electricity, and 
they can hardly wait until It becomes avail- 
able.

There has been such a shortage of power 
In this vicinity, the federal propagandists 
would have us believe, that development of 
Industry has been almost impossible. 

That's why the government has taken it 
upon Itself "to assume the responsibility for 
power marketing" of federally generated 
electricity in this Ticinity. The government's 
action. It was explained, "followed closely 
a number of requests for early and adequate 
power supplies to develop Idaho phosphates 
and other resources." 

Yea, indeed. Our own Snake river. It seems, 
la not capable of generating much power. The 
nine power plants between American Falls 
and Malad , river, which we have thought all 
along were' generating electricity, apparently 
have been producing noodles, or something of 
the sort.

Abominable, Says He

HecenUr It w»» my prlvllcRe to attend an Inter -club 
Klwanla meeting nt which the Mnjlc Vallej rMlwsy 
iltuatlon WM dlicuued by the m&yon ot Durley. Twin 
P»lla, nier and Buhl, and I write this letter to Inlumi 
reader* of tin TlmeR-Newa. »o tliat action may bo 
talcen by OTRinlEed and Intereatcd sroups or Indi- 
viduals to remedy the prevalUnB condition which In 
my opinion needs deflnlt* chnnsei to the benollt of 
both DuriclvKi and the rnllway company. 

IlallroadB In the early dnyn cho.ic llio ciuJcit nno 
perhaps the moat logical locAlon for Uie laying of 
their roadbcda, and that wna true Uirough aouthem 
Idaho, hut at that time there wan no Magic Valley. 
They made a wronit gucM, for the center ol population 
came to aouth ot the Bnalco river. Juit aa it happened 
In the Dolie valley, the Banter population went to 
Bolae. The company drat located throiiBh Nampn, 
by-p«tuinE DclM, except by spur. Juat na It happened 
to Twin Fails, Rupert. Tiler. Durley and Buhl, who 
are atlll on the spur. But Uia Union Pacltlc moved 
their main lino irncka through DoLie In tliat area. 

They aoy tha dnyn of rallw.iy construction are over, 
but aa thlngi progreu and chaniie. so ihould the 
rallroadj in their nervlcc to the people, even If It means 
new coMtrtlCtlon. Tlie rer^'lco of Iho Union Pacific ta 
antiquated and Inadciiiiiilo ft. MiirIc Vnllry'i proKreu 
In this age ol «peci1 and nmnll hu.ilne.w' cnmpelltion. 
Such Improved aervlcr should come vohmtnrlly from 
the railroad and not have to be IristlKntcd in Ihla 
manner, and I am positive that It would not have to 
be ao ir the Union Pncltlc hail compclltloii from 
another railway nyatem and Rupert. Burlcy. Twin 
Falla. Filer and Diihl would not remain nn a npur. 

Surely U viai a ml.H.ilto for the clUienii of thl.n area 
to ftwUt In building the line from Tu'ln Fall* to WclU. 
Ncv.. for tile Union Pacific: It In reality should have 
been for or by the Weitem Pacific or Southern PncKlc. 
The freight ratea and direct routes were not changed 
and the benefit of that cut-off to thl4 area U prac- 
tically nil. 

With the tremendous nhlpmcnt of produce from thla 
area and goods belnn brought In. It loBleally seemi 
that wo should have a direct route to the northwest 
and western markeUi, as they do meun much to us 
and too It would mnke a difference In freight rnles. 
In that the haul would be shortened. We nil know 
that the markets for our products are far removed 
and we ahould receive advantages In rates rather 
Umn be taken odvantBRO of. because of lack of 
competition. 

Therefore the Union Pncltlc should extend lUi lino 
we.ll tmm Duhl. connectlnn with the present main 
line where feasible. In view of the fact that the 
Bruncau project will be n reollty. I am sure that 
such an exlenilon would not exceed the costs of a 
Bun Valley and It would be of much more benefit 
to business, the people and the railroad. 

The Union Pacific derives more freight tnnnage 
off thla spur than any other stretch of rails on their 
entire lystem, Buhl Itaclf Is the Idaho aystem's third 
largest shipping point, and Imagine, It slLi on a spur. 
If this line and the people supply the nystem with 
such dc.ilrable and proportional bualnesn, we should be 
entitled to main line aervlce. that Is direct routes 
cast, west and northwest. 

The Buhl station last year. I am Informed, shipped 
3J18 carloads of freight, of which I.T38 were of po- 
tatoe.i alone, at an average freight rate charge per 
car of 13315. And. too. there are the nhlpping points 
of Filer. Twin Falls. Klmbcrly, Durley. Hnttsen, Hey- 
hum and Rupert. Mllllon.i ot dollars are collected 
In freight charges each year from thla branch. Are 
wo not entitled to main line Mr\-lccT 

Big buslnesaei In general are decentratlElng their 
plantj. but can we expect to gel any o[ those to choose 
thla sit* If wo don't have direct routes to markets 
without switching delays as we now have? 

After recent protcsta the railroads chtmged their 
train schedules and did Improve on mall service out of 
the Tnlley. and made a fiham attempt to Improve 
passenger sen'Ice. bolh In equipment and main line 
connections. Tho panacnger service today is allll 
a direct Insult to the users of thai transportation. 
They gave us another coach to ride In— Ifn a back 
breaker, built In the very late IBOO'a. one of those 
short backed red plush cu.shlon kind, nnn-alr-condl- 
tloncd. with not much attempt at sanitation. If you 
haven't aeen a Jim-Crow car of tho smith, aco this. 
It Is * replica of one. 

Our standard Of living In thla area Is aa good a.! 
tho best In the United States. Wo have more home 
refrigerators and electrical appliances In Magic Valley 
than In the countries of England. Prance. Orrmany, 
Belgium and Holland combined, and are supposedly 
serviced by one of the be.it railway ayalema In tho 
world, and to that system Manic Valley Is one of 
their very best sources of revenue. And stUl wc 
can only have the poorest of Iheir passenger equip- 
ment and even on their fastest trains on the main 
line no Pullman apoce Is rc-scr^'ed tor this apeclfle area. 

Try to get a reser\'atlon. for Instance, on the "City 
of Portland" or for instance the "Portland Rose," 
ainco the apeed ot that train has been quickened. It's 
next to Impo-Mlble. It thev had competition, we could 
get space quick. Aa It now la. tho.w trains are only 
for competitive trade out ot Chicago. Omaha. Denver 
and Portland, competing with the Great Northern. 
Northern Pacific. Western Pacific. Burlington and 
Mllwaukee-6t. Paul systems. Yet wc remain one of 
their real sources of revenue. I ask you. Is that 
even fair? 

Try a ride to Salt Lake City by train: It Is a real 
ordeal. They tell us that a Pullman service through 
direct from Buhl to Bait Lake City Is unprofitable. 
^I3 It may be, but our^ freight service reportedly ta 
profitable to the 'tune of mllllona.of dollars. 

Sure, passenger service la unprofitable out of thla 
valley becnusa the equipment Is so antiquated uid 
uncomfortable, and tho schedule so Ill-timed and 
slow. The passenger trains from Minidoka to Buhl 
travel at a speed not to exceed 3* mlle« per hour, 
with dllly-dallying at Rupert. Burlcy. Twin Falls, 
anywhere from IS minutes to one hour. FrelRht 
traltiB arc scheduled to run faster than passenger 
Lmlns. Imagine a long trip ncrn.ss tho nation at from 
50 to 100 miles per hour schedule and then land on 
thla puddle-Jumper at 34 miles per hour. Just because 
we live on a most profitable spur. 

There la no Pullman spaco allotted apeclflcally to 
this area, and la the reason our local agents find It 
almost Impossible to get space when wc dealre it. 
Try It aod see If you con. If not Just drive over to 
□coding or Shoshone and you will be able lo buy one 
after boarding the train, except on the "Portland 
nose" or the 'City of Portland." on which all scats 
are reserved. In other words we get what Is left 
over. The competitive passenger business and tourists 
agencies at terminals get tho cream. 

Our passenger service la abominable and * direct 
Insult to our people and a deddcd Inconvenience. 
Aa long as we are wUIlns to drive over to the main 
line and board our train to either direction because 
It saves time so long will the Union Pacific permit 
ui to do BO. A train should run from Minidoka rla 
Burley, Twin Falls, Buhl on direct to Otenns Ferry, 
connecting with the main line trains In either dlrec- 
-Uon; 

Tnm southern and western Idaho to get to San 
Francisco Is a tedious Inconvenient prtxress. Either 
toko a bus from Twin Falls to Wells: ride around via 
Pprtland. Ore, or via Pocatcllo and Ogden. Why 
docs not a passenger train run from Spokane or 
Huntington. Ore., via Qlenns Ferry and Buhl to Twin 
Falls connecting with another train from Butte. Mont, 
Idaho Fills. Pocatetto and from there to Wells over 
the cut-off. connecting with main line trains to and 
from San Francisco on either the Western or Bou th- 
em Pacific? I am certain there would be •ufllclent 
traffic- to warrant such a service and the people of 
Idaho are deserving of such.

Just a few days ago there was a 
serious aeclflent between Fairfield 
and Oooding of a car meeting a 
truckload of baled hay tliat was ex- 
tending over the sides ot tho truck, 
making the load too wide for the 

Some time ago I woi coming home 
from Ooodlng and going down a 
hill I met a truckload of hay. Tlie 
load was leaning dangerously but 
the truck waa slopped. Aa I came 
even with the truck the load gave 
way. Dlrlklng the side of my pickup. 
Ono bale mashed my 'ront fender 
and one bale struck the top of the 
door. I had my window down and 
the comer of the bole ]ust smicd 
my dhoLlder. It came very near to 
throwing me and my car clear off 
Uio Rrade down a IS-foot embank- 
As luck would have It. I waa far 
enough past that none fell In front 
of my cor. Otherwise, I would have 
gone over the grade. 

Then later, coming home from 
Ooodlng. I met a truckload of hay 
on a short curve on the Johnson 
hill. The trucks take the lev el est 
port of a road, regardless of which 
side It Is on. In this cose. I was 
forced to take the left-hand side In 
order to get by. 

They pile hay up so high it maken 
tho loads top-heavy. The hay Just 
wonVstny In place on hills, rough 
ronda and curves. 

Now I think there ahould be 
something done about this. Force 
these baled-hay haulers to stake the 
nidca and backs of their trucks to 
keep the loads in place.

and time after time you have 
imagined that a treat tor your ach- 
ing sweet lootli was Just around Uio 
comer. At last It looks as though 
you were risht. 

Proap«cls flood 
Insiders sny that by April of lDt7 
Ihero ought to be a substantlftl 
Improvement In the ougftr supply 
that should bo retlceted In more 
liberal rationing. And before the 
end o( next year— perhaps about the 
time the new crop begins hilling 
grocers' shelves, It may bo possible 
to remove ratlonlpg altogether. 

The more cautious warn tlial this 
optimistic forecast depends upon at 
least three conditions. It la pos- 
.ilble; 

If the raising, harvesting nnd 
processing of cane ftnd the refin- 
ing of sugar Is not handlcopped by 
too many strikes, slt-dowiu, slow- 
downs and olher labor troubles.
